CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) A Washington special 
says that the.contents of the cipher 
dispatch from Minister Willis at Ha- 
wali to Secretary Gresham are now 
known. The dispatch informed the 
department that the provisional gov- 
ernment is prepared to resist over- 
throw. Mr. Willis discovered upon 
his arrival that the provisional govern- 
ment, if it had not anticipated the 
ultimatum of Cleveland, was at least 
prepared for it. A cargo of arms and 
ammunition had just arrived for the 
provisional government, and was in 
its possession. The cargo comprised 
100 stacks of improved rifles, four 
Gatling machine-guns and two Maxim 
rapid-fire guns, with a bountiful sup- 
ply of ammunition. 

_ Until the receipt of this dispatch, all 
administration officials were sanguine 
and publicly expressed their firm con- 
viction that the provisional govern- 
ment would quietly submit to the edict 
of this government. The collection of 
arms puts a different face on the mat- 
ter. It shows, beyond question, that 
the Dole party intends to maintain its 
position if possible. It also puts Min- 
ister Willis in a rather embarrassing 


| position, for it now transpires that his 


instructions did not admit of his go- 
ing to the limit of using the marines 
for accomplishing the Queen’s transfer 
to the throne without first informing 
the State Department of such neces- 
This dispatch, therefore, plainly in- 
dicates that he considers a resort to 
arms necessary. That the Minister 
will get such instructions there can 
hardly be any reason to doubt, in 


view of the positive position taken by 


the President. 

It is said that Willis’s dispatch con- 
tained the statement that the pro- 
visional government has gradually ac- 
cumulated munitions of war till it has 
on hand 1600 rifles, two Gatling guns 
and four Maxim guns, besides plenty 
of ammunition. The available force 
‘of police officers and guards on hourly 
duty .in Honolulu is 280, while there is 
a reserve militia of 500 which can be 
called together at thirty minute: no- 
tice, and there are further res& cs 
which swell the total number of men 
under the provisional government to 
1100. It is supposed that 500 more 
could be had from the other islands. 

SECRETARY GRESHAM. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Secretary 
Gresham, today, said to an Associated 
Press reporter, with some- emphasis, 
that nothing further would be given 
out on the subject of Hawali. Blount’s 
report is not to be given to the public. 
It is strongly intimated that there was 
nothing in the report not indicated in 
the Secretary’s letter to the President. 

He declared there was no truth 
whatever in the story that the depart- 
ment has a tug outside San Fran- 
cisco harbor to gain time in bringing 
dispatches from Minister Willis into 
port. He*“went on to say that it was 
not true that anything further had 
been dispatched to Minister Willis. 
This assertion seems to be meant as 
an intimation that Mr. Willis has re- 
ceived instructions and _ is fully 
equipped to act in all contingencies. 

NOT THAT WAY. ~ 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Nov. 17.—The sug- 
gestion from Washington that Minister 
Thurston’s packet might have been for- 
warded to Honolulu on the Canadian- 
Australian steamer Warrimoo, having 
been transmitted by wire to Victoria, 


in hope of securing an advantage over’ 


the United States government, is not 
well founded. No message of Thurs- 
ton’s was handled here. 


A POPULIST OPINION. 


Senator Peffer Takes a Stand Against the 
Administration, 5 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Senator Peffer has 
taken a decided stand against the pres- 
ent position of the United States gov- 
ernment toward Hawaii. ‘In the first 
place,” he said, “the notice which our 
government had of a change of govern- 
ment in the islands came in an official 
form, showing that a successful revolu- 
tion had been effected there. That is 
as far backward as it is either neces- 
Sary or proper for our government to 
go in tracing the history of the change. 
There is nothing which I have seen 
tefiding to show that citizens of the 
United States had anything to do in 
any forcible way, in bringing about a 
change. 
“Assuming this to be true, it is the 
business of the United States to treat 
the situation as it was found to exist 
when negotiations were begun by the 
provisional government, and the proper 
thing to do now is to acknowledge the 
existing government as the real govern- 
ment of the islands, and treat with its 
officials for such privileges as our gov- 
ernment has. always enjoyed in the 
harbors there, and recommend that the 


deposed Queen be properly cared for 


during her lifetime.” 
Senator Peffer does not concur in the 
proposition’ make the Hawaiian Is- 


lands a part of the United States, but 
thinks this country can obtain all mari- 
time advantages it needs by treating 
with the present government upon con- 
dition that this government will pro- 
tect the independence of the islands in 
the future. 

“T do not believe,’’ he said, ‘‘that any 
considerable portion of the people of 
the United States would favor the 
deposition of ‘the present governmetit 
and the reinstatement of the old mon- 
archy. When the revolution of a few 
years ago in Brazil was announced, 
there was no hesitancy upon the part 
of our government or any other gov- 
ernment in giving early recognition of 
the change. Had our then existing ad- 
ministration undertaken to set aside 
the new government and reinstate the 
old. it would have been disgraced.” 


GENERAL COMMENT. 


The Kalakaua Dynasty not Regarded as 
P, oper Successors of the Kamehamehas. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(By_ the 

Associated Press.) N. A. Armstrong, 

at one time attorney-general of the 

Hawaiian Islands, talks interestingly 

of the situation there. He said: 

“It scemed to me as much as ten 
years ago, that it was not possible 
to maintain the existing form of gov- 
ernment. Then the white people were 
loyal to the monarchy beyond what 
any of the \natives were. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the natives never were in 
sympathy with the constitutional gov- 
ernment that succeeded the rule of su- 
perstition and the blcod-right of the 
old chiefs, If, at any time, the white 
people’s support had been withdrawn, 
it would have crumbled to pieces. 

‘“Lilinokalani was appointed regent 
in Kalakaua’s absence on a trip around 
the world, on which I accompanied him. 
The fate H. A. P. Carter, formerly 
Hawaiian Minister at Washington, 
acted as attorney-general ad interim, in 
my place, and one of the first things 
he said to me when we got back was 
that if Liliuokalani ever succeeded to 
the throne there would be trouble for 
the people of the islands. Even of 
Kalakaua, who was more popular than 
Liliuokalani, the natives always. said: 
“Aole alii’ (che is no chief.) 

A MATTER OF REGULATIONS. 

TERRE HAUTE (ind.,) Nov. 17.— 
Commenting on the report that Min- 
ister Willis had been placed in su- 
preme command of the naval forces at. 
Hawaii, and that the regular officers 
of the navy had been commanded to 
obey such orders as he may issue, ex- 
Secretary of the Navy Thompson said, 
tonight: 

“By #what authority the President 
is#hed Such an order it is hard to un- 
derstafid. The - President is com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy 
and during a state of war may place 
at the head of either whomsoever he 
pleases, but, if there is not war, his 
nomination must be confirmed before 
it can take effect. | 

“In a time of peace, the regular 
officer of the navy is in command and 
cannot be superseded even by the 
orders ©” the President. If the rumor 


dently. regarded himself as above both 
Constitution and law, in so doing as- 
suming authority which the Queen of 
England would not dare to exercise.’’ 


WAITING FOR NBWS. 


The Steamer Australia May Bring Some Im- 
portant Advices. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Newspaper men, 
and in fact the general public, have for 
the past two days kept a keen watch 
seaward [@®& the appearance of the 
Oceanic steamer Australia. She is due 
tomorrow from Honolulu, and. will 
bring news of affairs at the islands. 

It is thought quite possible that she 
may arrive today. When the Australia 
brought news of the action of Minister 
Stevens in recognising the provisional 
government, the vessel left the iskand 
three days ahead of time. It is thought 
that similar action might be taken in 
the present crisis. 

NO TIDINGS.

Reportcd Engagement of [liss 
Helen. 


It is Stated She Has Followed Her Brother's 
Example and Taken a Mate from 
the Stage—The Story 
Denied.

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) An afternoon paper has a 
dispatch from New York, saying that 
Harry Woodruff, the actor, is in New 
York, taking boys’ parts, though 30 
years old.

A QUEER ONE. 
A Revolution Wherein 
Outsiders 


Demand Everything Except No 
Bloodshed. 


After Having Slaughtered Many 
People 


Admiral Mello Concludes to Get 
Tired. t 


A Swiss Family Murdered in Argentine—The 
Bank of England—A Steamer Lost 
and Many Drowned—The 
English Miners.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Picking, commander 
of the United States Navy in Brazil, 
wires the Navy Department that eight 
nations, including the United States, 
have decided not to allow munitions of 
war to be landed at Rio de Janeiro. 
The Brazilian government is in posses- 
sion of Santos, and has connection from 
there to Rio by rail and the munitions 
of war must be landed at Santos. Yes- 
terday the insurgents dressed ship, and 
the Brazilian government fired a salute 
in honor of the anniversary of the es- 
tablishment of a republic. 

Secretary Herbert, in answer to in- 
quaries as to the significance of action 
of the naval representatives, said: “It 
looks to me that this means Mello is 
being very much crippled. The dis- 
patches which I have received, taking 
them all together, indicate that Mello 
should not have any cause for firing 
on Rio. There is a concerted effort on 
the part of the naval representatives to 
prevent any firing on R% by Mello or 
on Mello from the other side. The ob- 
ject of the naval representatives in 
making this declaration is for the pro- 
tection of commerce. 

“If Mello cannot fire on: Rio, and if 
he cannot stop commerce, he will not 
effect much. Mello decorated his ships 
for a show. He wants to give out the 
impression he is for the government. 
The fact that he did this leads me to 
belfeve that he ts weakening and that 
he considers the existing government 
the strongest side.”’ 

LEFT THEM AN ISLAND. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The Herald’s 
Montevideo dispatch says that a dis- 
patch from Rio announces Peixotto'’s 
government has made a formal an- 
nouncement that Federal troops have 
taken possession of the entire. prov- 
ince of Santa Catharina, with the ex-

CONFERRING ABOUT THE STRIKE. 


Coal-emine Owners and Delegations from the 
Miners Meet Together. 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A conference be- 
tween the coal-mine owners and delega- 
tions from the miners’ associations, 
with a view to settling the great 
strike, met with Lord Roseberry in the 
Foreign Office, at 11 a.m. today. Lord 
Roseberry, in opening ghe conference, 
made an excellent speech, tending to 
pour oil on the waters. 

After a long session, the differences 
were adjusted, and the men wiil resume 
work at old wages till February, when 
a board of reconciliation will be 
formed. 

The board of conciliation consists of 
fourteen coal-miners and fourteen coal- 
mine owners. All collieries are to begin 
work as far as. practicable imme- 
diately, and the men are not to be 
discriminated against in returning to 
work. The board of conciliatién is to 
have a neutral chairman, with a de- 
cisive vote, and the board is to have 
power to determine wages after Marci. 
Lord Roseberry telephoned Giadstone 
the favorable result of the conference, 
and the Premier was pleased. 

The news has given great Ssatisfac- 
tion in all parts of the country, par- 
ticularly among the labor leaders and 
organizations. There are scenes of re- 
joicing and jubilee in many towns at 
the settlement of the long struggle. 

Burns, the labor leader, in an inter- 
view, said the success of the govern- 
ment’s intervention was im- 
portant, as it encourages appeal to 
similar influences when = strikes occur 
in the future.

Death of Prince Alexander, Brother of the 
Empréss of Russia.

Prince Alexander of 
Battenburg died at noon. He was re- 
cently Prince of Bulgaria, and a 
brother of the late Empress of Rus- 
sia. He served in the Russian army 
during the war with Turkey, and was 
elected hereditary Prince of Bulgaria in 
1879. By consenting to the union of 
the two Bulgarias he incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the Czar, and through the 
machinations of Russian agents, his 
army revolted in 1886 and forced him to 
abdicate. 

In 1887, under the name of Count de~ 
Haeetenau, he married the celebrated 
actress, Amalia Louisinger, and re- 
tired to his estates. His death was the 
result of inflammation of the bowels. |

on foot for the Populist and free-silver | 


men to join forces for the next Presi- 
dential campaign. To this end it is 
proposed the Populists shall hold their 
organization in abeyance, together with 
their doctrines as to government own- 
ership of railroads, bond-loan policy, 
and issuing paper money, which the 
silver men as a body have never em- 
braced, and under some such name as 
the National party, make a united pull 
for the Presidency and free silver in 
1896. A rumor to this effect has reached 
here from Kansas, and it is said that W. 
F. Rightmeyer of Topeka, who was in- 
strumental in calling the Cincinnati 
conference in 1891, when the Populist 
party was formed, had taken the ini- 
tiative in the party on lines which 
would command the allegiance of the 
silver men. 

When seen by an Associated Press 
reporter, Senator Peffer admitted the 
report was true, as outlined above. He 
said he was not in favor of making a 
new alignment until after the Congress 
elections next year, when the new 
party would get ready for the Presi- 
dential election of 1896, and expressed 
the utmost confidence in its ability to 
carry the country. -In the new organi- 
zatjon the Populist party would have 
the same relation as the Free-Soil and 
Abolitionist parties bore to the Repub- 
lican party. 

In the new party the paramount ques- 
tion would be one of money. The ques- 
tion now is between the money power 
on a gold basis, and the producing 
masses, advocating a gold, silver and 
paper basis. On that the people would 
divide in 1896, regardless of former 
party affiliations. This was the first 
step, and the Populists recognized it as 
good statesmanship to lay aside their 
other tenets for the time, in order to 
get help of the silver Democrats and 
Republicans in settling this great ques- 
tion. on which they arreed. 

While fighting this battle many prej- 
udices would be swept away, and when 
it was won there woul be a solid mass 
of voters for the accomplishment of 
needed reforms. He looked, he 
said, for success in 1896. and the elec: 
tion of a Congress in 1900, which would 
put on the statute books the leading 
doctrines of the Populists of today. So 
far, there had been no interchange of 
views with the silver men of either 
the of parties, and he did not favor any 
bill after the next Congress elections, 
though some Populists wanted reor- 
ganization in 1894.

A Lively Session at Philadelphia 
Yesterday. 


Powderly Pours Forth the Vials of His 


Proposed Consolidation of 
Labor Associations. 


By Teleqra wh to The Times. 


Associated Press.) The fourth day of 
the Knights of Labor General Assembly 
was the liveliest yet. Powderly made a 
scathing denunciation of the methods 
of certain men in the order, and de- 
nounced the charges made by Secretary 
and Treasurer Hayes as absolutely and 
unqualifiedly false. He said there had 
been no misapplication of funds do- 
nated to the relief of strikers at Home- 
stead, and that every act of the ex- 
ecutive board was open to the inspec- 
tion of delegates to the general assem- 
bly. 


He asked the general assembly if it 
was not satisfied with his explanation, 
and intimated that the charges and 
false reports were given the newspa- 
per representatives by persons who had 
grievances, real or fancied, against the 
members of the executive board. It is 
stated that he had the personal assur- 
ance of the officials of several large 
labor Organizations that they would 
take immediate steps to set the mat- 
ter of amalgamation with the Knights 
before their respective associations. 

A meeting was held tonight for the 
purpose of considering ways and means 
for the amalgamation of all existing la- 
bor organizations. It is asserted that 
representatives from all large bodies 
of workingmen were present, and that 
plans were formed, which, if carried 
out, will bring about a consolidation. 
Those present were said to represent a 
membership of from seven hundred and 
fifty thousand to a million. 

Just what organizations outside of 
the Knights of Labor and the Feder- 
ation of Labor were represented could 
not be ascertained, it being explained 
that thé representatives at the meet- 


ing;, while being men of influence in 


their order, were not Officially author- 
ized to act.

The Senator says 
he is not down here on politics, and, 
when asked who would be the next Re- 
publican candidate for Governor, said 
he hadn't the slightest idea, etc. The 
Senator did say that so far as he was 
personally concerned, he favored Judge 
Fitzgerald for the position. 

Assemblyman Androus of —Pomona 
was at the Nadeau yesterday.

.sire to succeed Senator Carpenter,- but

Assemblyman Simpson of Pasadena, 
however, will be active in the fight, it 
being claimed that he will come into 
the convention with a clear majority 
of the delegates from his district. 

Since the matter of the longer tenure 
of county officials hereafter was masie 
certain by the publication in The Times 
of the exact spot in the County Govern- 
ment Bill where the “‘little lengthener’”’ 
was hidden, there has been much rus- 
tling among aspirants for the various 
positions.

Thus, 
all the Republican members from this 
county in the lower House of the Leg- 
islature seem to aspire to the more dig- 
nified chamber across the hall. Los 
Angeles county will havé three Sena- 
tors in the next Legislature, instead 
of two, as at present. There is room 
for more timber. 

The Governor does not seem to 
be in as great a hurry to appoint a 
successor to the late Judge Wade as 
some of the politicians would like him 
to be. A story was circulated yes- 
terday that Private Secretary Higgins 
had confided to a friend of the Bar 
Association’s nominee that the Gov- 
ernor was in the act of signing some- 
one’s commission. for the vacancy 
when the telegram from the Board of 
Supervisors made him hesitate.

It has been proposed in Mexico to 
call a financial congress to meet in the 
City of Mexico. This congress would 
be composed of ten representatives 


j taken from among the principal mer- 


|chants, agriculturists, manufacturers 
and miners, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Mexico, and a representative 
from each of the States of the Union; 
the ten representatives from the capital 
to be paid by the national treasury 
$500 apiece for fees, and the remaining 
each $1000. The congress would close 
its sessions on December 31 of this year, 
and could only postpone its sessions at 
the cost of the representatives them- 
selves. 

The object of the congress would be 
to study out and propose a law au- 
thorizing the government to call upon 
the nation for a loan to be invested in 
the payment of the national debt in 
full. Supposing this to amount to 
$100,000,000 in gold, or, in Mexican sil- 
ver, to $160,000,000, $1,600,000 in bonds 
could be issued of $100 each, bearing 3 
per cent. interest. 

These bonds would be placed at par 
throughout the republic, by means of 
committees of representative persons to 
be formed in the capitals of the States 
with branches in the towns. 

In an interview with an American 
correspondent, Senor Limantour, the 
Mexican Minister of Finance, said: 

“I do not believe the plan is a prac- 
ticable one. Even if it were neces- 
sary to issue this large amount in 
bonds, I do not believe the securities 
could be placed here at home. Money 
in Mexico returns a much higher rate 
on investments than the 6 per cent. 
which the bonds would pay, and the 
capitalists would hardly incline to buy 
the bonds at this rate, sp they, would 
need to go abroad for sale, anyway. 

“The discount on silver has, of 
course, caused a great falling in 
our customs revenue, but this is off- 
set by the income derived from the 
new Federal stamp tax, now in suc- 
cessful operation in all the republic. It- 
has been feared by some that the gov-. 
ernment is considering still further 
taxation, but I assure the people 
through the press that their burdens 
will not be added to by any increase 
on taxes, according to present plans. 
As a matter of act, Mexico is not hurt 
so much as the United States by the 
decline in silver. Our mines are operat- 
ing at a far less expense than are those 
in the North, and while I read of scores 
of properties in Colorado, Montana 
and the other silver-producing States 
being closed, I have yet to hear of 
the suspension of any Mexican mines of 
importance from this cause. What 
slight loss may be encountered from 
this source will be more than made 
good in the increased prosperity to the 
country by the exportation of agri- 
cultural and other land products, made 
by the present premium on 
gold. 

“If the United States removes the 
duty on Mexican lead ores, which it 
now seems favorably disposed to do, 
Mexican mining will be greatly stimu- 
lated by the outlet thus given. The 
American smelting interests which 
have located at Monterey, and else- 
where in Mexico, by reason of the 
Windom ruling, will not necessarily 
be sufferers, I think, if the United 
States import duty is finally removed. 
Mexico will protect all her industries 
possible, and probably in this case, 
grant other. concessions which would 


easily offset any loss to the smelters 
now in Mexico.”’

FINALLY SETTLED. 


Shades for the Hellman-street 
School Paid for. 


The Reduced Demand of $82.65 Approved 
by the Auditor—The History of 
the Peculiar Trans- 
action. 


The City Auditor approved, yester- 
fay, the demand of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Furniture Company for $82.65 
for the eighty-seven curtains fur- 
nished for the Hellman-street school. 
It will be remembered that the City 
Auditor some time ago returned with- 
out his approval a demand for $112 


‘from the same company for the same 


goods. At the last meeting of the 
Board of Education a communication 
was received from the manager of the 
company in question in which it was 
stated the bill was again presented 
with the shades charged at 95 cents 
each, and that this was done by the 
company regardless of cost on ac* 
count of the fact that owing,to a 
misrepresentation people had been led 
to believe the same quality of shades 
could be purchased of other firms for 
less money. 

In view of the final outcome of this 
now “celebrated case,’’ a brief review 
of the true facts will be of interest, as 
giving an insight into the peculiar 
methods of at least a portion of the 
city Board of Education. When the 
matter of purchasing shades for the 
Hellman-street school came up, three 
men, the identity of whom has never 
been satisfactorily established, called 
on a Broadway firm and asked for 
bids for the same. The class of goods 
wanted was given, and the house said 
that they would be furnished for $63. 
The matter was talked over, and the 
proprietors said that they would al- 
low the purchasers a commission “of 
15 per cent. This was not satisfactory, 
apparently, for one of the men came 
out plainly with a proposition for the 
curtain men to furnish the goods and 
send in a demand on the city for. $112, 
which he was to collect and from 
which he was to deduct the price vf 
the curtains and turn over the re- 
mainder, approximating $50 to the 
purchasers. The representative of the 
firm to whom the preposition was 
made said that he was not doing that 
kind of business, that he was afraid 
there would be trouble, and that he 
did nof®care to be mixed up in that 
kind of a transaction. The men nego- 
tiating the purchase told him that he 
need have no fears on that score, as | 
they had a man on the board who 
would see that the dermnand was paid; 
that 15 per cent was not enough, that 
there should be $50 in it for them and 
that it could be got. The curtain man 
could not see the matter in that light, 
and, after some further talk, the three 
men left the store. The man to whom 
the proposition was made notified the 
City Auditor of the transaction, and 
Mr. Teale. told him to say nothing 
about the case and await develop- 
ments. About this same time another 
man called at the store of the Los 
Angeles Furniture Company, and 
asked for a bid on the shades for the 
Heliman-street school, and they were 
quoted at $65, a difference of but $2 
between that and the first made. Noth- 
ing more was heard of the matter by 
either firm, but in due course of time 
the shades were put up in the_ school- 
house; and a demand followed® on the 
first of the month following from the 
Southern California Furniture Com-. 
pany for $112, which was duly ap- 
proved by the Supply Committee and 
passed by the board in regular session. 
When the demand reached the Au- 
ditor, Mr. Teale, knowing the true 
facts of the case, declined to approve 
ground that the 
charge was excessive, and sent it 
back to the board with a statement 
of the facts in his possession. In the 
meantime, the papers took up the case, 
which was fully written up, and the 
“grab” exposed. There were denials 
and statements on all sides, but there 
was no getting away from the main. 
points at issue, and the board was 
compelled td take official notice of the 
transaction, with the result that an 
investigation was ordered and a com- 
mittee appointed for that urpose. 
The grand jury, which was afterward 
declared illegal, was in session at the 


time, and that body also took a hand | 


in the investigation of the transaction. 
In the testimony before the grand 
jury it developed that the price paid 
by the house t furnished the shades 
to the makers was $48.48, from which 
it will be seen that at $63 or $65 there 
was a good legitimate profit.

Attorneys who practise cxtensively 
in the Superior courts of this county 
were commenting yesterday on the re- 
cent action of the Superior Court of 
the neighboring county of San Bernar- 
dino, in reducing the stipend of the 
official court reporters. 

Last Monday Judge Campbell, one of 
the two Superior judges of San Bernar- 
dino county, made an order that the sal- 


ary of stenographers should be reduced |. 


from $10 to $7 per day, and the fee for 
transcribing from 20 sents per folio to 
15 cents. The reduction amounts to 30 
per cent. in the one case, and 25 per 
cent. in the other. In explanation of 
this action of Judge Campbell, it was 
said that the reduction was made be- 
cause the old charges were considered 
exorbitant and burdensome by the bar 
and by litigants, and that it also rec- 
ogniges the change which the type- 
writer has made in the time required 
to transcribe notes, and, further, that 
these lower rates give the public a part 
of the advantage. It was also sug- 
gested that a court reporter, with his 
present-day typewriter, can transcribe 
from three to four times as rapidly as 
it was possible for the most expert pen- 
man to do before the advent of the 
time and jabor saving machine. -The 
rate of compensation, based on the 
amount of work done in a given time 
by actual longhand writing, should no 
longer apply to those in public places 
any more than it does to clerks and 
amanuenses in private employ under 
the new conditions. 

This action by Judge Campbell is an 
intimation, all too:scarce, that the judi- 
ciary is beginning to recognize the fact 
that “‘times are not what they used to 
be.” It is exactly in line with what 
The Times has all along contended, 
that too much money is being paid out 
for this kind of work, and those at-~- 
torneys in this city who spoke of the 
matter yesterday were confident that 
the wave of economy would soon also 
strike Los Angeles county, All of them 
commended Jud Campbell's prompt 
and decisive stroke of economy in ame- 
liorating-one of the most objectionable 
conditions now existing in the practice 
of the law. Litigants, in contemplat- 
ing the enormous expe involved, 
frequently accept an unfair .compro- 
mise, or allow a case to go by default, 
rather than pay the extravagant 
charges for transcribing testimony, and, 
attorneys in the end, are usually the 
losers. 

The saving for the San Bernardino 
county taxpayers on criminal business 
will also ount to a snug sum per 
annum, under Judge Campbeil’s new 
order. In Los Angeles county, if the 
new order of things is adopted, the sav- 
ing on this one little item alone would 
amount to per annum, at the 
least; Not onty would this stroke of 
economy affect the courts, but’ also the 
Coroner’s and other offices, where the 
stenographers are allowed the same 
rate of compensation as is now paid in 
the Superior courts. The Coroner’s of- 
fice alone, for the last nine-~ months, 
shows an expenditure of $1141.30, for 
reporting, while for the entire year of 
1892, Coroner Weldon only had $967.05

Valued at $75,000. 


Charges Against the Widow by the 
First Wife’s Children. 


Undue Influence Alleged on the Part of the 
Second Wife—Lunacy Examination 
Before Judge Van Dyke—

‘Th trial of the contest over the es: 
tate of Charles E. Langford, deceased, 
who died at Pasadena on June 10 last, 
leaving real and personal property 
valued at from $60,000 to $75,000, was 
commenced before Judge Clark and a 
jurv in Department. Two, of the Su- 
perior Court, yesterday, and promises 
‘to occupy their attention for a consid- 
erable length of time. 

The parties to the action are repre- 
sented as follows: The contestants

The jurors selected to try the case

de Turk, R. Devine, P. F. Ebert, I. H. 
Leihy, G. A. Ralpha J. Weber, L. 
Williams and J. J. Woodworth. 

From the pleadings in the case it ap- 
pears that on June 26 last, Maria H. 
Langford, the widow of the decedent, 
filed a petition in the Probate Court 
praying for the admission to probate 
of the late will and testament of her 
deceased husband, and for her appoint- 
ment as sole executrix of his estate 
thereunder. 

This will, which is dated November 
29, 1887, bequeaths to his wife, Maria 
M. Langford, the sum of $20,000 and a 
homestead of five acres, upon the ex- 
press condition that she receives the 
Same in full satisfaction of all rights 
and claims she may have at the 
time of his death against his estate. 
Should the rest of his estate be of 
the value of $7000, he bequeathed the 
sum of $1000 to each of his seven chil- 
dren by a former wife; it being pro- 
vided that should the remainder of 
this estate not be worth so much, it 


was to be dividéd among’said children, | 


share and share alike. 

To his daughter, Mabel C. Langford, 
he left “only a father’s blessing,’’ but 
no portion of his estate, leaving her 
future welfare in the hands of her 
mother. . 

All the rest of his estate, of what- 
ever nature, he bequeathed to his wife, 
absolutely, and appointed her as sole 
executrix, without bonds. 

Attached to the will is a codicil, 
dated January 29, 1890, ratifying the 
will, except that it provides in case his 
wifeAlied before him, that his daughter 
by her, Mabel C, Langford, should re- 
ceive all that he had previously willed 
to his wife.

Langford, Thomas A. Langford and Ed- 
ward O. Langford, are the seven chil- 
dren by a former wife, referred to in 
the will.

Shortly afterward she pre- 
vaiied upon him to leave Illinois for 
California. From that time on, she, by 
insidious wiles and machinations, es- 
tranged him from his children, the con- 
_ testants, and coerced him into denying 
‘them “the affection of a father, and 

to his and their friends the hospitality 
of a home.”” They allege that they had 
always been on good terms with him, 
and that when away from her, he was 
always kind and affectionate to them, 
and had frequently iritimated his in- 
tention of leaving two-thirds of his prop- 
erty to them. It is further alleged that 
the sgcond Mrs. Langford did not al- 
low anyone to know that her husband 
had another family, and, if‘she could 
prevent it, did not permit any of the 
contestants to visit or see him. As an 
instance of this, it is stat that al- 
though the'r father was sick for three 
weeks, during his last illness, Mrs. 
Langford never notified two of his 
children, who resided in this city, nor 
allowed them to see him before he died. 

The grounds upon. which the con- 
test is based are that their father ac- 
cumulated the bulk: of his fortune 
with the assistance of money of their 
mother, his first wife, that on the 
date upon which the will in contro-

versy was executed, he was 70 years 
of age, and not of such sound mind 
as to be competent to dispose of his 
estate, and that owing to the despotic 
control exercised by his second ‘wife 
he was deprived of free agency and 
acted under duress in making said 
will.

ADJUDGED INSANE. 

Charles F. Falkerth, a merchant, re-

New York Fruit Stand. 

(Garden and Forest:) Grapes con- 
tinue abundant andin great varietv. A 
good quality of Concords sell at retail 
as low 48°20 cents for a ten-pound bas- 
ket, and Deleware, Niagara and Catawba 
grapes cost but little more. Flame To- 
kavs from California are 10 cents a 
pound, choice lots, such as Humphreys 
and Stevens bringing 15'cents a pound. 
Almeria grapes are* no less plentiful, 
and are offered on the sidewalk stands 
for 10 to 25 cents a pound. According 
to the Fruit Trade Journal, 96,700 bar- 
rels of fruit have already reached this 
port, or are ontheir way here, which 
only lacks 10,000 barrels of the entire 
importation of last year, aud there are 
yet six weeks in which these grapes are 
shipped. Persons who wish a still more 
expensive grape can be gratified by 
buying the hothouse product, which 
now brings from #1.00 to $1.25 per 
pound, and Gros Colman, from England, 
may be had for $1.50 apound. A 
small supply of Rome Beauty, the best 
apple which has yet come from Califor- 
nia, was quickly takenup bya few 
dealers and retailed at once for 60 
cents to $1.00 per dozen. The season 
of California plums has about ended, 
but a few-Kelseys are still coming and 
they are apparently larger and cer- 
tainly more attractive in appearance 
than any seen this season. ‘They retail 
for 60 centsa dozen. German prunes 
trom Rochester, in small supply, bring’ 
$2.00 fora ten-pound basket. Califor- 
nia nectarines are 60 cents a dozen. 
The best Florida pineapples bring 60 
cents apiece, 40 cents being asked for 
choice Havana fruit, inferior qualities 
qualities selling slowly at poor prices. 
‘The first Florida navel oranges and 
selected grape-fruit are each $1.00 a 
dozen, Japanese persimmons from the 
same State selling at 60 cents a dozen. 


Sorghum for Forage. 

(Plorida Agriculturist:) Floridians 
are still strugeling with the forage 
question. True there has been great 
progress made inthe solution of the 
question during the past few years. 
With our crab grass, beggar weel, corn 
fodder, etc., we are not nearly as much 
dependent upon the meadows of ‘the 
North and West as formerly. Still it is 
a fact we do not produce as much as we 
consume by several thousand tons, and 
as long as the price of hay hovers in the 
vicinity of 1 cent per pound, it will pay 
us to keep on trying until we find some- 
thing to take the place of the Northern 
timothy. 

Our attention has been recently 
called to sorghum as a forageplant. In

At the start he breeds only from the 
full-grown sows, usually having their 
first litter at 17 months old. The pigs 
the first summer are clovered awith 
their dams, land suckle until at least 
ten weeks old, and in August are fed 
green peas, some oats and later on 
corn.and fodder. 
are not pushed, but those for slaughter 
are fed and finished up on corn and 
put on to the Thanksgiving market 
weighing 250 to 275 pounds. The 
mothers are not allowed to raise more 
than one litter a year, as he belfeves 
that the vitality of the offspring is 


weakened by inflicting upon the 
mothers more frequent maternal 
duties. The sows in the winter are 


fed a little corn, a great deal of clover 
hay and a swill made fresh every 
day—a combination of Boston favorite 
Square and wheaten mill feed, scalded 
but not cooked, and these sows’ are 
kept on the farm five years at least 
unless something happens to destroy 
their. usefulness as breeders. The re- 
sult is that, by almost wholly discard- 
ing corn and keeping these sows and 
sires on a nitrogenous diet largely, 
the health and vitality of these pigs 
is a large safeguard in preventing the 
cholera. In large self-feeding boxes, 
Summer and winter, one will see a 
mixture of charcoal, wood ashes, salt 
and copperas, where the hogs and 
pigs go at will and eat all they wish; 
and, when put into the pens to fatten, 
they are given besides soft sandstone 
to eat, and 100 hogs will consume a 
half a ton a week of it. 

Near the hoghouses are the bathing 
establishments of the hogs and the 
“mud baths.” After a hog has had its 
mud bath, it will walk deliberately to 


‘the spring brook, wash off the mud, 


and then proceed to wipe itself dry 
against a fenée-post or a small tree. 
One thing is noticeable in Mr. Louis’ 
management—the hogs and pigs are 
taken from clover each evening, and 
put in the little yards with sleeping 
pens attached, where they sleep on a 
dry floor with some bedding, which 
is frequently changed, and at night 
these pigs and hogs get the grain ra- 
tion and the soiling crop in season. 
The “family” grouping of the hogs is 
kept up, the sow and her pigs oecupy- 
ing the same quarters every night; 
and after the dams are removed to 
other pens and yards, the pigs continue 
to room in the same place. 

One thing this man demonstrated be- 
fore he read it in books is that a sow 
first eats her pigs because of the fe- 
verish condition of the system, brought 
on by an exclusive corn diet, and con- 
sequent constipation, and when the 
opportunity presented itself to change 
the food from starch to a nitrogenous 
one, she eats the pigs for medicine to 
relieve nature. Feed the sow little corn 
and see that she is not constipated, and 
no pigs will be eaten. Sows that have 
eaten their pigs are liable to do so 
again, let the feed be what it may. 
The floor of the farrowing pen should 
be clean gnd dry, covered with short 
bedding, and the sow placed in it at 
least ten days before farrowing. With 
these precautions, pig-breeding may be 
. success, and never a “trusting to 
uck.”’ 


At | this season, when hets are. some- 
what cheap, many persons buy a large 


‘number of winter layers. In fact, it is 


a common occurrence, when one wishes 
fo keep a large number of hens, to go 
out and buy them wherever they can 
be obtained. This is one of the princi- 
pal causes of failure. When a lot of 
hens are procured, they must be ob- 
tained from any source available, hence 
there areas many liabilities of disease, 
as there are sources from which the 
birds come. A flock from ore yard may 
be healthy and perhaps well-bred, while 
the hens bought of another person may 
be from a yard in which roup has ap- 
peared, or where the stock is continu- 
ally weak.

ered and keep them warm at night, and 
feed a small‘amount at a time, but feed 
atleast three times a day. Then if 
your chickens are in small flocks, they 
will thrive. 

The person who advocates putting 
100 or 200 little chickens all in one 
bunch in a brooder, knows nothing 
about the necessity to observe naturai 
conditions in poultry raising. Nature 
ntended forahen to sit on a small 
number of eggs and to care for a small 
number of chickens only and nature 
never intended for 100 hens to run, eat 
and roost together, nor 100 chickens to 
be penned up together. 


The product of butter in Europe is in 
) excess of the consumption, the aggre- 
gate exports being more than 75,000,- 
000 pounds per annum. In only 
five European countries is the 
supply of butter insufficient for 
home consumption, and the net 
deficiency in those five countries 
amounts to a little more than 200,000,. 
000 pounds per annum. In the United 
Kingdom alone this deficiency is 184,- 
000;000 pounds, © Northern Europe 
turnishes most of the commercial sup- 
ply, together with a large quantity 
from France, a. modekxate supply from 
Austria, Hungary and Germany, anda 
small quantity from Italy. 


California Dairy School. 

(Pa®ific Rural Press:) The directors 
of the recently-formed California Dairy 
Associagion held their segond meeting 
in this city, November Ist, to deliberate 
on the feasibility of openinga dairy 
school.- The intention had been to rely 
upon a State appropriation, but the 
pressing need for dairy education and 
the uncertainty of an appeal to the Leg- 
islature of 1895 has made a more 
speedy means of securing the school de- 
sirable. 

Among the dairymen ofthe whole 
country a need for the best teachings in 
the handling of milk products, in econo- 
mic teeding and the science of breeding 
dairy cattle is apparent. California 
has lately made great progressin the 
building of creameries and opening up 
the outside markets for her butter, 
which has had the effect of rousing up 
the easy-going butter-makers to the pos- 
sibilities beforethem. ‘Taking this fact, 
with the postive success of several dairy 
schools in the East, where the demands 
for graduates to take charge of factor- 
ies is greater than the supply, the. di- 
rectors of the California association de- 
cided to make an effort to establis 
such aschool, employing a competgnt 
instructor, fixing tuition at a rate to 
cover instruction, and then makea de- 
termined canvass forstudents. SWith the 
school, a creamery is proposed for prac- 
tical demonstration, and ultimately a 
small herd for feeding experiments isto 
be added. 

Tt is thought a rivalry for its location 
may be shown bv different dairy locali- 
ties, with offers of land and. buildings, 
and since the meeting a generous offer 
of sufficient land has been made at Pet- 
aluma, It is usual for dairy supply 
houses to lend machinéry to these 
schools, where it may be seen in compe- 
tition, and untjl a demand can be made 
foy State aid t@ pay forsuch machines 
the different manufacturers will be re- 
quested to allow the use of the neces- 
sary apparatus,

As authority on ‘swine culture, he has 
no superior before the people, and some 
of these most perplexing problems in 
swine economics he has mastered in 
advance of the learned efforts of the 
stations and feeding experiments of the 
last ten years. Years ago he suspected 

hat cholera in hogs, excessive corn 
‘eeding, breeding from immature ani- 
nals and filth went together, and wisely 
vent about taking precautions against 
‘t by avoiding all four. If there was 
in importation of breeders to his farm, 
hey were quarantined at a distant 
mart of the farm until pronounced safe 

o put with the home drove. While he 


fore they are hatched, to the little chick- 
ensandtothe growu fowls; keep all 
flocks small. Have as many flocks as you 
have time to look after properly, but do 
not bunch your chickens or crowd them 
too much, if you would be successful 
with them. 

A few years ago we used to make 
eight or ten feet square for each hen 


each pen. We very well remember our 
experience with three broods of brown 
Leghorns. One hen made a poor hatch 
ot it and had but five chickens, one had 
nine chickens and another seventeen. 
The latter was a double brood given to 
one hen, They were all cared for, and 
fed just alike. Bbht atthe end of six 
weeks the difference in those three 
flocks of chickens was most remarkable. 
The flock of five was away ahead of the 
others. They were all fine, large 
chickens, while the bunch of nine were 
pretty fair chickens in size and vigor, 
but not near equalto the smaller flock. 
The biggest crop of disappointments 
was,borne. however, oy the brood of 
seventeen chickens. They started out 
well, but sooa became sickly, and three 
or four of the smaller ones died, while 
all the brood looked shaky and uncer- 
tain, When the brood got down- to 
about seven chickens they seemed to

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A SURPRISE. 


H. Morse Granted a New Trial 
by Justice Seaman. 


The Defense Claims to Have Discovered Some | 


Very Material New Evidence—The Prose- 
cution’s Sound Position Outlined 
and the Law Cited. 


Mr. Knox succeeded having 
granted a new trial for H. Morse yes- 
terday. Morse is the business manager 
of Ellis’s Galen Institute, who had the 
difficulty with a Mrs. Richards the 
other day when the latter called to col- 
lect bill. Morse was convicted of bat- 
tery and ordered to appear yesterday 
for sentence. In the meantime, his 
counsel made a motion for a new trial, 
and argument was taken up on that 
first yesterday. Knox asked for a new 
trial on the grounds that the decision 
of the court had not been in accordance 
with the law and evidence; that new 
evidence had been discovered, the ex- 
istence of which could not have been 
known at the time of the first trial, 
and that for such reason the defendant 


had been deprived of his full rights 


in the premises. He laid most stress 
upon the reported new evidence. He 
said that if a new trial was granted 
that a lady who occupied rooms near 
Dr. Ellis’s office would testify that she 
heard Mrs. Richards say, after her tus- 
sle with Morse, that she had seized a 
pair of scissors and tried to stick Morse 
with them. Then the office boy was to 
swear that such a statement ‘was made 
in his presence, and thus Mrs. Rich- 
ards’s story would be combatted. 

On the other hand, Deputy District 
Attorney Rush made a strong and logi- 
cal argument against the granting of 
the motion. He outlined the law on 
the subject which provided distinctly 
that in order that new evidence should 
be sufficient upon which to grant a new 
trial, it must be of a nature other 
than to merely impeach testimony of 
witnesses given at the former trial. As 
the new evidence which Morse desired 
to offer was for the purpose of im- 


peachment only, he did not see how if. 


formed solid grounds for the.granting 
of a new trial. 

Tt was a great surprise to Deputy 
Rush and the spectators when Justice 
Seaman announced that’the new trial 
would be granted, and the Galen In- 
stitute force, consisting of Dr. Ellis, 
Morse and the saddle-colored office boy, 
march out in a triumphant file. The 
case will be retried on November 25.

Possibilities of a Public Street 
Paving Celebration. 


An Electric Road in South Pasadena—Acci- 
cident on the Mt. Lowe Road—Rain 
Follows Sunshine—Per- 
sonal Notes. 


Providing the rain lets up, the job 
of. paving Colorado street will be com- 
pleted the early part of next week. All 
that remains to be done being the 
spreading of the asphalt surface over 
the Fair Oaks intersection. This is 
one of the most important public im- 
provements that hasi been undertaken 
here in recent years, and the fact that 
‘the big piece of work has been done in 
@ manner thoroughly first-class, and 
to the eminent satisfaction of all in- 
‘terested parties, furnishes ample reason

Attorney Arthur, Engineer Sedwick, 
Clerk Dyer and Marshal Buchanan 
“would complete a galaxy of oratorical 
stars. whom the common masses would 
listen to with pleasure at any time. 
Contractor Fairchild would doubtless 
consent to act as master of ceremonies. 
Manager Drain could lead the singing, 
and Overseer Weight take charge of 
the refreshment booth. 

The above merely hints at the possi- 
bilities of the occasion contemplated. 
The subject is an important one, and 
will no doubt receive due attention. 
Such an opportunity for a rollicking, 
good time and general merrymaking 
#hould not be lost. 

HOPE DEFERRED, ETC. 

Editor Glover continues firm in his 
faith that an electric road will soon 
be running through South Pasadena. 
Cc. W. Stewart is the latest applicant 
for a franchise to build and operate 
such a road, and the route, or routes 
(for he has chosen two,) run like this: 
Entering said city on Fair Oaks avenue 
from the south, and thence running 
north on Fair Oaks avenue to the 
northern limits of said city at Colum- 
bia street: also running east from Fair 
Oaks avenue on Magnolia street to 
Palermo avenue; thence northerly on 
‘Palermo avenue to the Raymond Hotel 
grounds. Editor Glover predicts that 
“before the end of the month active 
operations, a la picks, shovels and 
scrapers, will be inaugurated.” This 
prediction will prove ‘important, if 
true.” Up in Pasadena the same kind 
of predictions have been going the 
rounds for two years past, but the cars 
continue to be operated by horse or 
mule power, and that’s why, Mr. 
Glover, some of the people have be- 
come just a trifle skeptical on the sub- 
ject. 


CHARITY THAT COUNTS. 

E. A. Baldwin, of the Pacific Gospel 
Union, forwards the following com- 
munication for publication:

INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE, 

The Investigating Comraiittee into the 
city affairs has dragged along thus far 
without doing anything staréling, but 
quite an exciting meeting was held Fri- 
day evening. 

Frank Moir, formerly contractor in 
this city, now of Los Angeles, prepared 
the following affidavit and sent it up 
for filing before"the committee. 

Councilman Frank P. Moore, whom 
it implicates, could not be seen Friday 
£0 as to learn his version of the tran- 
saction. but that will doubtless be 
brought out before the committee. 

The affidavit, which is duly sworn to, 
is as follows: , 

State of California, county of Los 
Angeles, ss. Frank Moir, being duly 
sworn on his oath, says that he is a 
citizen of the State of California, over 
the age of 21 years; that he is the per- 
son who. under a sub-contract from 
John J. Mahoney, performed the work 
of ading and placing shale upon a 
boulevard. and improving a park in the 
city of Santa Barbara. That shortly 
after he removed his outfit to Santa 
Barbara and commenced upon said 
work, he was approached by Frank P. 
Moore. who at the time was a member 
of the City Council of Santa Barba®a, 


ship with affiant, stating to affiant that 
he could use one team all the time 
while said work was progressing, and 
two a portion of the time; that he had 
no money to put into the work, but 
would keep up his end by working the 
City Council to affiant’s benefit, and 
desired that he be taken in as a silent 
partner with affiant, and be permitted 
to share one-half the profits of said 
work. Affiant declined to enter into 
said partnership; that two or three 
months after said conversation, he was 
again approached by Frank P. Moore, 
who stated to-afflant that he was the 
owner of a bed of‘shale situated about 
a quarter of a mile from the west end 
of the boulevard; that he had a length 
of time within which to remove said 
shale, and proposed to sell oe to 
affiant for the price of $500. his bed 
of shale being a shorter haul than the 
one from which affiant expected to pro- 
cure his shale. he told said Moore that 
if he could use said shale without ob- 
jection and without any.deduction on 
account of the shorter haul, that he 
would be willing to pay said Councilman 
said sum of $500, and said Frank P. 
Moore agreed that he would take care 
of that portion of it and prevent any 
deduction being made by the council- 
men on account of the haul. 

Affiant then desired said Frank P. 
Moore to enter into a written contract 
with him so as to bind himself to carry 
out what he agreed to do, that is, to 
take care of the Council and see that 
no deduction should be made, but this 
said Frank P. Moore declined to do, 
stating that he could not agree to sign 
anything that complicated himself, and 
affiant refused to enter the deal with 
him or pay him said sum unless he 
could have a written guarantee that 
he could carry out his part of the con- 
tract. 

A short time after this deal was de- 
clared off, affiant was again approached 
by said Frank P. Moore, who seemed 
anxious to engage in one way or an- 
other with affiant in said work, and 
that he propased to afflant to let to 
him a contract for at least one block 
of said. work, or as much more as he 
desired and could complete. Afflant 
then agreed with him that the said 
Frank P. Moore might cover one block, 
or as much more as he desired, with 
shale, for which he was to receive 
52 cents per yard; but said Moore never 
did any work under said contract, nor 
was the arrangement with him by 
which he was to do said work ever re- 
scinded until some time afterward, 
when affiant learned that said Frank P. 
Moore was using his influence with the 
Council against said affiant in his work, 
and making statements that the work 
was not being done in a proper man- 
ner, and from that time on said Frank 
P. Moore did all he could both in the 
Gouncil and with persons interested 
not members of the Council to injure 
affiant and cast disrepute on his work. 
That when said affiant refused to pay 
said Frank P. Moore $500 for his shale, 
said Moore remarked to affiant that ‘‘he 
would make it cost affiant many a dol- 
lar,” and affiant further says that said 
threat has been fully carried out, al- 
though at all times he was attemptin 
to do an honest job and furnish the cit 
With a good class of work.

A Hung Jury in the Brown 
Assault Case, 


‘ 


Out All Day With No Prospect of an Agree- 
ment—A Distinguished Party— 
Rain and Hail—Gen- 
eral News. 


The jury in the Brown-Murray case 
put in a faithful day yesterday, but 
up to the time of the closing of this 
report (5 p,m.) it had failed to agree. 
At 9:30 in the morning it asked for in- 
structions as to certain portions of ev- 
idence, and the same were given. At 
3:50 o'clock in the afternoon a report 
was sent in to the judge that the jury 
was hung, and that there was no pos- 
sible chance for a verdict. The judge 
immediately sent word that he wanted 
no more such reports, but a verdict. 

Of course, nothing positive is known 
as to how the jury stands, but it is 
generally believed that the greater 
number are for conviction of assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

Later.—The jury in the Brown-Mur- 
ray assault case was discharged at 9:30 
o’clock tonight, after having been out 
thirty and one-half hours, unable to 
agree upon a verdict. The jury stood 
11 to 1 fer conviction of assault with a 
deadly weapon. The first ballot stood 
3 to 9 for conviction. It remained in 
that proportion until Thursday night, 
when, upon ballot, the vote stood 10 to 
2. At noon the vote stood 11 to 1, and 
the jury claimed that the one member 
declared he could never agree with the 
remainder of the jurors, henee their 
forced disagreement. 

SOMETHING OF A REPORT. 

Ww. B. Scheurer, Health Officer, has 
filed the following report with the sec- 
retary of the Board of Education, 
which is calculated to stir up matters 
in general in that body of gentlemen:

“IT have carefully and repeatedly ex- 
amined the water in the West End 
school, and have found it foul, even 
giving off a noxious odor, in conse- 
quence of which it is absolutely unfit 
for use, and detrimental to the health 
of.all who partake of it. 
<I find the water in the East End 
school all right, having neither odor 
nor bad taste. 

“This: is my report to Dr. Ball, Mr. 
Keech and Mr. Kryhl concerning the 
water in question, about three weeks 
ago, but, for some unacountable reason 
probably test known to Dr. Ball, my re- 
port has never been made public. 

“When Dr. Ball and Mr. Keech sent 
me to examine the water, and I made 
my report, why was this report totally 
disregarded? Why was it not made 
public? Was it not on account of the 
cries that continually went up against 
this contaminated water that I was 
sent to inspect it? 

“Dr. Ball’s report was a sweep of im- 
position and injustice to the good peo- 
ple in the West End, than which I have 
seen nothing to equal it, save in the 
tse of Roman history, when right gave 

y to might, and justice was answered 
by the lash. I have this day made 
careful investigation as to the truth of 


this report, and find it unmixed with 
truth. 


“The people are not making thetr 
that they might have the beuadit of 
making connection with the city sys- 
tem, but because -they believe, and 
have long since believed, that the water 
of the West End school is absolutely 
detrimental to the health of all who 
drink it. 

“After having made numerous in- 
quiries of pupils, parents, and those 
who have drunk more or less of the 
water in question, the answer in every 
instance corroborated the truth of my 
report. It affords me no great degree 
of pleasure to make this re , but as 
city Health Officer I must make an 
honest and truthful report, though it 
slay me. This is a matter of right 
and wrong, and I have done that which 
is right.
